W ashington, April 
25— Extra­ 
ordinary importance may be at­ 
tached to tho proposals which Am­ 
bassador Gibson has made for the 
reduction of all naval armament. 
It la as if President Hoover him­ 
self were conducting the negotia­ 
tions. 
Mr. Gibson by a fortunate coin­ 
cidence happens to be an intimate 
and close personal friend of Her­ 
bert Hoover, ever ainee the days 
when the latter was engaged* in 
European relief work. Mr. Gibson, 
on the other hand, has a greater 
familiarity with 
the 
armament 
problem thaji any other American 
official, having acted as the per­ 
sonal representative of President 
Coolidge at the last Geneva con­ 
ference. 
Ever since 
that event 
Mr. Gibson h a sb een formulating 
a program bara! upon painstaking 
study and it was not difficult for 
him to persuade Mr. Hoover to 
accept that program and assume 
leadership o f it before the world. 
Arms Problem Important. 
Next to the question of law en­ 
forcement President Hoover 
re­ 
gards the world armament prob­ 
lem aa the most vital to the Uni­ 
ted States. 
He thinks of it not 
only as the crux of foreign policy, 
but aa 
the 
basic 
Influence 
fn 
maintaining export trade through 
the assurance of stable conditions 
abroad. 
Announcement of the American 
program 
has 
nee eses illy 
been 
withheld until Ambassador Gibson 
could make It himself, though It 
Is known that tho detail* were 
agreed upon when tho ambassa­ 
dor recently was a guest at the 
W hite House. 
The delicate poli­ 
tical sltuatl^F in Great 
Britain 
has come at a tim e whleh la con­ 
sidered opportune for the putting 
out of Amerlcen 
proposals. 
The 
result of the breakdown of the 
last conference 
at 
Geneva 
has 
been to make the British policy a 
football of 
controversy 
In 
the 
campaign between the conserva­ 
tives and the labor party, the lat­ 
ter taking the view that the Uni­ 
ted States did everything it could 
to bring about an agreement, but 
that the British delegates repre­ 
senting the conservative 
govern­ 
ment blocked all progress. 
Gibson Plan Favored. 
Published reports that all poli­ 
tical parties are 
accepting 
with 
enthusiasm the Gibson proposals 
are taken to mean that the United 
States w ill have the united sup­ 
port of British opinion In trying 
to apply a new naval balance of 
power. The theory of British nav­ 
al superiority has been criticized 
as meaning the beginning of nav­ 
al competition with 
the United 
States. 
Already it is evident that 
equality of strength as between 
the United States and 
Great Bri­ 
tain is acceptable to the people of 
the two countries. 
It 
now 
re­ 
mains for a formula of equality to 
be worked out which will 
give 
each country an opportunity 
to 
build the kind of 
vessels 
most 
suited for domestic defense. 
The Kellogg treaties, whieh at 
the time of their adoption were 
regarded as more or leas academ­ 
ic so far as naval armament was 
concerned, now take on 
a 
new 
meaning. 
They 
really 
compel 
both Great Britain and the Unit­ 
ed States and all other countries 
In the naval group to build only 
•ueh navies 
as 
are 
consistent 
with defense and not aggressive 
war. 
It ta reminiscent of one of 
th e old fourteen points proclaimed 
by President Wilson and accepted 
by the 
Allies In the world war 
peace negotiations, namely, that 
all armament should be reduced 
to a point consistent with domes­ 
tic safety.

TURNER RILL 
ISJECALLED 


House 
Amends School 
Aid Measure to Save 
it From Veto 


Lansing, Mich., Apr. 25— (/p) 
The $2,000,000 Turner school bill 
was saved from executive veto to­ 
day when the legislature recalled 
the measure from the governor's 
desk. 
As the bill was received In the 
house It was 
amended 
that no 
school district be given an amount 
sufficient to reduce its tax levy be­ 
low IO mills. The amendment was 
suggested 
by Governor 
Green, 
who asked the bill be recalled. 
The governor 
explained 
in a 
statement his opposition to a mea­ 
sure which would put an addi­ 
tional burden on 
property tax­ 
payers. 
“I do not approve raising the 
revenue necessary to carry out the 
provisions of the Turner bill by 
direct property tax levy.” the gov­ 
ernor said. 
"I am willing to sign 
the bill 
providing 
some 
other 
source of revenue is provided.” 
Recall of the Turner bill gives 
tbs governor IO 
more 
days to 
study Its povisions and to take ad­ 
vantage of legislative action upon 
the 
Lennon cigaret 
tax measure 
before accepting or rejecting the 
achoo! bill. 
It has 
been said au­ 
thoritatively 
that the 
governor 
will approve the Turner bill if the 
cigaret levy is adopted. 
The Gov­ 
ernor’s statement today declared 
that the recall 
was being 
paid 
"pending the developments of the 
next few days.”

The administration 
budget 
bill, 
carrying more than $56,000,000 
for the maintenance and opera­ 
tion of the state institutions in the 
next two 
years, 
flattened 
the 
vigorous opposition of anti-admin­ 
istration leaders and rode to vic­ 
tory in the house today. 
If concurred in by the senate 
and approved by the governor, a 
state property tax of $23,000,000 
Is guaranteed, exclusive 
of 
any 
provision for 
buildings 
or 
im­ 
provements. 
If 
a 
contemplated 
mill tax building bill and other 
special appropriations 
were 
ap­ 
proved the levy 
would 
rise 
to 
more 
than 
$30,000,000. 
The 
house increased the property tax 
appropriations more than $2,000,- 
000 a year over the amounts ap­ 
proved by the senate. 
The bill 
now returns to the senate, where 
it originated, for concurrence in 
the increase. 
It is the first major 
finance 
measure 
to 
pass 
both 
branches. 
The house 
vote 
for 
passage was 79 to 12. 
DeLand Attacks Measure 
Rep. Charles J. DeLand, of De­ 
troit, former secretary 
of 
state, 
led the onslaught on the budget. 
He charged, in effect, that the ad­ 
ministration 
was 
attempting to 
befuddle the legislature by raising 
the property tax to a point higher 
than is necessary, in order that 
It may not be compelled to divert 
revenue from the corporation tax 
and other sources to appropria­ 
tions authorized bv 
the 
legicla- 
ture.

Thompson, state budget director. 
by so adjusting figures that the 
total was not changed composed a 
bill which woald giro tho adm in­

a remarkable 
increase 
over the corresponding period of 
last year and the other showing 
a moderate decline. 
The Bethlehem 
Steel Corp. re­ 
ported first quarter net income of 
$9,046,690. equal 
to 
$4.05 per 
share of common stock, after pre­ 
ferred 
dividends 
a n d 
other 
chargee, and a new high record 
for peaee time operations. 
This 
compares with 
only 
$8,384,718, 
or 94 cents per share. In the cor­ 
responding quarter of last year. 
In addition, directors cut a $13.- 
000.000 melon through an offer 
of additional stock. 
General Motors Corp., on the 
other hand, reported first quarter 
net of $61,010,917. equal to $1.S7 
per common 
share, as 
reduced 
from $69,468,876. or $1.54 per 
share, computed on a comparable 
basis, in the first three months 
of 1928. 
Motors Showing Explained

TLING I’M ALONE 
CASE ACCEPTED 


Destructive Twister Sweeps Georgia 
Leaving Twenty Dead in its Wake 


Washington, April 25—(A*)—The 
United States and 
Canada 
have 
agreed to arbitrate the dispute over 
the sinking of the Canadian rum 
runner. I’m Alone, by the Ameri­ 
can coast guard. 
This decision was discloaed to­ 
night by 
the 
diplomatic 
corre­ 
spondence on the I’m Alone case, 
which was made public by Secre­ 
tary Stimson. 
The case will be submitted to 
two arbiters, one selected by each 
government, under terms of the 
liquor smuggling 
treaty 
between 
the United Statea and Great Brit­ 
ain. They will decide whether Can­ 
ada is entitled to redress. 
Canadian Case. 
Canada made formal representa­ 
tions to the United States on April 
9 concerning the sinking of the 
I’m Alone off the Louisiana coast 
March 22 by the coast guard pa­ 
trol boat. Dexter. 
The Canadian 
case 
was 
predicated 
on 
three 
points: 
That the I'm Alone was at all 
times beyond the one-hour sailing 
distance from the American shore 
provided in the treaty; 
That the essential elements of 
the international doctrine of “hot 
pursuit" were lacking in the case; 
and 
That the sinking constituted too 
•ever* measures to effect'-!V#r*ri- 
can rights under the treaty. 
The Canadian government ac­ 
knowledged 
that the 
I’m Alone 
"had unquestionably been engaged 
for a number of years, under vari- 
>U8 owners, 
in 
endeavoring 
to 
smuggle liquor into 
the 
United 
States." 
U. B. Offers Arbitration. 
Replying, 
Secretary 
Stimson 
based the American case on three 
points: 
That the I’m Alone 
was 
10.8 
miies from shore when first hailed 
by the coast guard vessel Wolcott 
aud was thus within the one-hour 
sailing distance from shore; 
The continuous and hot pursuit 
did take place; and 
That the sinking was justified, 
being Inevitable, with 
the 
coast 
guard having acted throughout in 
fu’l accord with the law. 
Mr. Stimson’s note concluded by 
saying that lf Canada still found 
itself unable to concur in the find­ 
ings of facts and the conclusions 
of law set forth by him. the United 
Statea would gladly agree to sub­ 
mit th* matter to arbitration as 
provided in Article IV of the treaty. 
Accepting the American sugges­ 
tion of arbitration, Canada’s reply 
expressed regret of ‘’inability to 
concur in certain 
important 
as­ 
pects” of the American presenta­ 
tion. 
Discrepancies as to the posi­ 
tion of the I’m Alone and the speed 
of the vessel were said by the note 
to "appear capable of solution only 
by an examination of all the evi­ 
dence by an impartial tribunal.” 
Opinions Differ. 
The 
correspondence 
showed a 
wide divergence of opinion between 
the American and Canadian govern­ 
ments on the question of pursuit 
outside the one-hour’s sailing dis­ 
tance from shore when the pursuit 
Is begun within that limit. 
The 
Canadians contended that the pur* 
suit should be confined to the boun­ 
d s of the one-hour Prnlt unless 
begun within the three-mile terri­ 
torial waters limit recognized by 
international law. 
Mr. Stimson ar­ 
gued that when hailed within the 
one-hour limit, pursuit might be 
cont’nued outside the area. 
The United Statea deplored the 
loss of the life of Leon Malncui, a 
member of the I’m Alone’s crow 
who was drowned, bot said the vee 
eel’s captain had it within his pow 
er to remove at any time prior to 
the sinking the danger In which 
the live* of the members of his 
crew were placed, 
by 
complying 
with the order to stop.

Paris. April 25—(4*V—An eleventh 
hour agreement or^repVaiTTUis was 
still hoped for tonight in certain 
quarters in Paris, but a majority 
of the delegates 
are 
concerned 
chiefly with a 
means of 
ending 
their mission without closing the 
door to future negotiations. 
The principal expert** mot this 
morning at the Hotel George V to 
look over the work of their secre­ 
taries with referenee to prepara­ 
tion of a report which is to be 
made to the 
governments 
con­ 
cerned. 
No one was willing to give any 
indication as to what the report 
was likely to contain though there 
were certain indications that the 
final consideration will point to the 
possibilities of future negotiations 
through 
the 
governments 
them ­ 
selves that are likely to complete 
the work of the experts. 
The difference between the Al 
lied powers and the Germans re­ 
mained unchanged. There has been 
talk of some kind of arrangement, 
but nothing official has been given 
out. Tonight the situation was Just 
as it was a week ago when the 
Germans in the 
Revelstoke 
sub­ 
committee presented considerations 
which a majority of the committee 
considered unacceptable. 
Hope to Prevent Break. 
Owen D. Young. American ex­ 
pert and chairman of Lhe com­ 
mittee, still is straining every ef­ 
fort to prevent a final break, bul 
tonight there was nothing to justify 
hope of a change in the situation 
The nervousness of the European 
delegations touched S. Purker Gil­ 
bert, the agent-general for repara­

Washington, April 25—(ZP)—Pres­ 
ident Hoover gave his approval In 
an address here tonight to the pro­ 
gram for beautification of the na­ 
tional capital by the carrying out 
of the present and projected pro­ 
gram of new government buildings 
on the south side of Pennsylvania 
avenue. 
Emphasizing the 
need of 
such 
structures, the president declared 
that nearly 25,000 of the 70,000 fed­ 
eral employes in Washington now 
are housed in temporary buildings, 
many of which are unsanitary, with 
the various 
departments 
divided 
among scores of unworkable and 
scattered buildings. 
“For 
instance, 
agriculture 
is 
housed in 46 different buildings,’’ 
he said, “and the treasury in 27 
places: commerce in 20 places. We 
are paying rents and losing effi­ 
ciency in sums far greater than the 
interest upon adequate buildings." 
The chief executive, who spoke 
at a meeting on the beautification 
of Washington held in the United 
States 
Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
building, said the new building pro­ 
gram must be fitted into the tra­ 
ditions and symbolism of the capi­ 
tal. 
He added that he hoped to 
live to see the day 
when 
there 
would be removed from Washington 
some 
federal 
structures 
which 
would have been deplored by the 
founding fathers and have been de­ 
plored by citizens of good taste. 
In this connection Mr. Hoover 
indicated that the state, war and 
navy building, which he described 
as ones “which we regret most,’’ 
would be remodeled along the clas­ 
sic lines of the treasury building, 
which congress had intended when 
it authorized the structure.

These ducks are banded, and it 
is hoped that if they are killed 
when they start South thiR fall 
that this fact will be reported to 
the Departmen’ In their effort to 
discover "duck routes"

"W ho 
gets 
our 
ducks?" 
There is a widespread 
feeling that as soon as duck sea­ 
son 
opens. 
Michigan 
hunters 
should proceed on the theory that 
if they do not get ail the ducks 
they can. someone farther south 
will get them. 
These experiments will he ear­ 
n i n g out the policy of the De­ 
partm ent which was adopted in 
1928. 
About 200 
ducks 
were 
handed last year. 
According to 
the departm ent’s report, 
24 
of 
these have been reported as kill­ 
ed. and 16 of them were in Mich­ 
igan. 
It is hoped by these methods 
to encourage more "duck man­ 
agement" by sportsmen through­ 
out this and 
other 
states.

great deal can he done to pro­ 
mote the growth of our duck pop­ 
ulation if proper protection is giv­ 
en th e thousands of duck ponds 
and lakes that dot our landscape 
and which are at least potentially

Improvement of Lawns 
Will Be Advocated in 
Cleaning Up Campaign 


The improvement of lawns will 
be one of the im portant projects 
urged in the Clean Up and Paint 
Up campaign to be ^launched in 
Escanaba on May 5. 
Albert A. Hansen of the P u r­ 
due University Agricultural Sta­ 
tion has much valuable inform a­ 
tion on the subject in an article 
w ritten recently for the Nature 
Magazine. 
“ Buy grass 
seed, 
not 
weed 
seed,” urges Mr. Hansen. “ Don’t 
use lime. 
See that the soil is 
good. Don’t dig your fertilizer in 
deep.” 
About the only touch of nature 
that many 
city-dwellers 
experi­ 
ences is the front lawn, rem arks 
Mr. Hansen, and contact is some­ 
times made rather unpleasant by 
buckhorn, 
plantain, 
chickweed, 
rrab-grass and dandelions. Never­ 
theless, these are not altogether 
uninteresting, and they may be 
readily gotten rid of without a 
great deal of trouble. 
He goes on: 
‘Were a vote to he taken for 
the worst of all lawn weeds*, the 
golden - blossomed 
dandelion 
would probably take first plaer. 
But dandelions are 
not 
without 
their good points. 
The flowers 
and buds are used in the making 
of a beverage, the roots are util­ 
ized in medicine, while the young, 
succulent leaves may be boiled as 
greens or salted axqft in crocks 
for winter use. 
Dandelions are 
able to maintain their supremacy 
in the greensward principally be­ 


cause of the fleshy roots that live 
from year to year, and their trou­ 
ble-making habit 
of 
producing 
flowers and seeds so close to the 
ground as to be entirely out of 
reach of the mower blades. 
“ Second place would probably 
belong to the 
ubiquitous 
buck­ 
horn, a species that in many res­ 
pects is similar to dandelions, al­ 
though 
devoid 
of .wind-blown 
seeds. 
The seeds, however, pos­ 
sess the peculiar property of be­ 
coming mucilaginous when moist. 
a characteristic that is utilized in 
cleaning them out of impure clov­ 
er Bead by a process in which the 
raiostioned seed is 
mixed 
with 
sawdust 
which 
adheres 
the 
sticky buckhorn and so increases 
the size of the individual buck­ 
horn seeds that, they can readily 
be screened out after drying. 
"Third position in the array of 
our worst lawn 
pests 
probably 
belongs to chickweed, 
a 
weak- 
appearing little species 
that 
is 
among the hardiest of plants. Un­ 
like 
dandelion 
and 
buckhorn, 
chickweed is not equipped with 
fleshy perennial roots, 
but, 
in­ 
stead, possesses 
fibrous 
annual 
underground parts that seem to 
be exceedingly frail. 
Chickweed 
ranks so high among the lawn 
pests because of 
its 
ability 
to 
make seeds in large numbers and 
because it can bloom and set seed 
during almost the entirs season. 
I have seen the handsome little 
starry blossoms in full splendor 
during early December, and again

“ But we must forget that arch 
enemy of all, turf-creeping, pur­ 
ple-headed 
crab-grass. 
Like 
chickweed, crabgrass grow's from 
seeds only, but what the species 
lacks in winter hardiness it more 
than makes 
up 
for 
its 
ability 
to m ature seeds. 
The most ob­ 
noxious feature of this trouble­ 
some plant is its nasty habit of 
dying 
during 
the 
summer 
drought, or at the first touch of 
frost, leaving ugly bare spots in 
the greensward. 
“ Most people attem pt to get rid 
of lawn weeds by the back-break­ 
ing me hod of hand-weeding, and 
this Is laborious 
and 
inefficient. 
Take dandelions, for 
instance— 
tho more you cut them the more 
the roots divide and form new 
crowns, until eventually you have 
a nice mat where but a single 
plant grew before. 
The time and 
money spent on 
hand 
methods 
can be far more efficiently and ec­ 
onomically spent in 
developing 
so good a turf that there Is no 
room for the weeds to thrive— in 
other 
words, 
discourage 
the 
weeds by encouraging the grass. 
“ The best way to encourage the 
grass is to use fertilizer, and ex­ 
tensive tests-have shown that am ­ 
monium sulfate Is the best lawn 
fertilizer available on the open 
market. 
It is rich in 
nitrogen, 
and it produce s an acid reaction 
that is detrimental to practical!) 
all 
weed 
growth. 
Ammonium 
sulfate must be used with, cau­ 
tion, however, or it will burn th* 
grass. 
It must never be used lr. 
the heat of the Rummer season or 
disaster may follow. 
“ There are some law*ns that no 
amount of fertilizing 
will 
ever 
make perfect. 
The fault is in at­ 
tempting to grow grass on the in­ 
fertile clayey subsoil cast up when 
the house foundations were exca­ 
vated. 
About the only thing that 
can be done to produce a good 
turf under such conditions is to 
add a layer of good top soil and 
start all over again. 
Two inches 
are sufficient— since grass roots 
do not ordinarily penetrate very 
deeply. 
It is a mistake to spade 
fertilizer 
into 
the 
ground 
six 
inches or more, since most of this 
plant food below a depth of an 
inch or two is simply wasted. The 
more 
im portant 
of 
our 
turf 
grasses are surfaee-growers. 
“ Any one 
contemplating 
the 
erection of a new home should 
specify that the rich top soil be 
saved in a special pile before the 
house foundations are dug. 
“ Another common error is the 
use of lime. 
Lime is a great en­ 
courager of weeds, and 
has 
no

place on the average home law*n. 
Sweetening the soil is ice-cream 
and cake 
to 
the 
motley 
weed 
army. Turf grasses, on the other 
hand, are quite tolerant of acidi­ 
ty, particularly where plenty of 
plant food is available. 
"Ow-ners of weed-ridden lawns 
frequently wonder where In the 
world the great army 
of 
pests 
came from. 
Although seeds of a 
few weeds are redistributed by the 
wind, this is relatively unim port­ 
ant.* 
Most lawns weeds are In­ 
troduced in 
impure 
seed, 
and 
once 8‘arted they readily reseed 
and persist. 
Twenty-eight sam ­ 
ples of ‘lawn m ixture’ 
gathered 
in various 
parts 
of 
Indiana— 
contained 
approximately 
sixty 
thousand weed seeds per pound. 
It is no wonder that our lawns 
are badly 
fouled 
with 
noxious 
weeds. 
“ Simply go to a 
good 
seeds­ 
man, purchase a quantity of blue­ 
grass and red-top seed. mix in 
proportions of three parts of blue 
grass to one of red-top and sow 
at the rate of about one pound 
per flve-hundred square feet. The 
red-top germinates 
readily 
and 
gives a 
quick, 
temporary 
turf 
that will he crowded out In the 
course of a year or two by the 
slower-growing but more vigor­ 
ous blue-grass. 
For spots in the 
lawn too shady 
for 
blue-grass, 
add to the blue-grass red-top mix­ 
ture an equal quantity of the seed 
or rough-stalked 
meadow-grass, 
known to the seed trade as 
Poa 
trivialis, by far 
the 
hest 
lawn 
grass available for shady places. 
“ Incidentally, 
the 
time 
the 
lawn was seeded has a great deal 
to do with the am ount of weed 
growth 
present. 
During 
the 
spring, when 
things 
begin 
to 
grow, our fancy turns to thoughts 
of lawn-seeding, but this common 
practise is absolutely wrong, for 
‘he simple 
reason 
that 
spring 
sefdlings In 
(meet 
competition 
with the hardy weeds that n a tu r­ 
ally grow during the early part of 
the season. 
Fall seeding, when 
the grass shoots are relieved from 
this 
ruinous 
competition, 
has 
given infinitely better results by 
reducing the number of weeds. 
“ All of which brings up anoth­ 
er im portant point. 
Does it pay 
to reseed the lawn every year, as 
is practised by many? 
Absolute­ 
ly no, if there is any semblance 
of a stand of 
blue-grass. 
T h f 
same amount in fertilizer to en­ 
courage the grass already presen' 
will yield far better results. 


“ A fine velvety carpet of grass 
is a work of art that is one of the 
finest products of nature. 
There 
is a thrill to the production of 
good greensward that can he got­ 
ten in no other way. a thrill that 
quickens the heart-beat, soothes 
the mind, and gladdens the eye. 
The growing of a luxurious weed­ 
less turf is profitable from every 
vlew-point. since a good lawn will 
add materially to tho value of 
any home, as well as to the own­ 
e r’s self-satisfaction.”

busy taking out stumps, prepar­ 
ing huge timbers 
for sills and 
joists for the camps that will be 
constructed, and on th e banks of 
the Milikokla river a large clear­ 
ing had been made that connect­ 
ed with the clearing directly on 
Lake Michigan 
to permit of a 
breeze through when later on the 
flies and mosquitoes become n u m ­ 
erous. 
Already a well is being 
drilled to furnish fresh pure w a­ 
ter for the camps, and the skele­ 
ton of the camps are beginning to 
take form. 
Across the river one 
can 
see engineers wig wagging 
their signals for another course 
that the crews are to follow. 
Superintendent Colby, In active 
charge of the work for the con­ 
tractors Is being assisted for the 
time being by the m an ag e r of con­ 
struction for the contractors. Mr. 
Atwater. 
Mr. Colby is a typical 
salt water superintendent. 
Large

The chair­ 
man of the board, F. X. Cookson, 
has been assisting personally, and 
John McCarthy has been right on 
the job to get things whipped into 
shape and keep the roads at least 
passable, until

make 
available through the bond issue 
the funds for a p erm anent road. 
If it were 
possible 
for every 
automobile owner to go dowrn to 
see th e s ta rt of this gigantic job 
it would be an education, but at 
the same tim e it would be a cal­ 
am ity because it would so Inter­ 
fere with th e workm en. 
Already 
automobiles are 
shoved off the 
road into 
whatever 
clearing is 
most convenient to permit of the 
passing of the trucks and heavy 
machinery, and th e road near the 
Milikokia was completely blocked 
with idle automobiles waiting to 
take their owners home at the end 
of th e days work.

TELLS HOW TO 
HANDLE SMUT 


Disease Is Causing Great 
Loss in Oats Crop 
Every Year 


Smut In oats causes a large an­ 
nual loss that can 
he 
almost 
wholly prevented by treating the 
seed, according to Joseph E. Tur­ 
ner, county agricultural agent. 
There are two kinds of smut 
of oats— loose smut and covered 
smut. 
They differ somewhat in 
appearance. 
Both are controlled 
by treating the seed with form al­ 
dehyde. 
The treatm ent is cheap, easy to 
apply and very effective. 
Its use, 
therefore, Is advised whenever it 
is known or suspected th a t the 
seed came from a smutty crop or 
from a crop grown near fields of 
smutty oats. 
The 
formaldehyde 
treatm ent 
may be applied as 
a

sprinkle, or a dip. 
The 
seed 
should he thoroughly cleaned and 
graded before it is treated. 
Here are the instructions for 
preparing and applying the treat­ 
ment. 
Dump the seed on a clean barn 
floor or canvas, or in a tight wa­ 
gon box. 
Mix one pint of formaldehye, 
which is 37 per cent by weight, 
with one pint of w ater and pour 
into a quart sprayer. 
This quart 
of solution will treat fifty bush­ 
els. 
If fewer bushels are to he 
treated 
use 
a 
correspondingly 
smaller quantity of the solution. 
Shovel the oats from one pile 
to another, spraying each shovel­ 
ful. 
One stroke of 
the 
piston 
produces about the right amount 
of mist for a 
dirt-shovelful 
of 
seed. 
A scoop-shovelful requires 
about four strokes. 
After the oats are 
sprayed, 
shovel them into a pile and cover 
with blankets, canvas or 
sacks 
that have been thoroughly spray­ 
ed with the solution to kill smut 
spores on them. 
The pile should 
he covered not more 
than 
five 
hours. 
The oats may 
then 
be 
hagged and drilled. 
If sowing is 
delayed, or if it is 
planned 
to 
store the oats after treatm ent, the 
pile should be spread out 
and 
aired for a day. 
Treatm ent may 
be given at any tim e previous to 
sowing.
